Even  though  Hing- 
ham put  the  game  under  protest,  the  of- 
ficials awarded  the  victory  to  Scituate, 
based  on  the  fact  that  we  completed  the 
game.  This  and  a  string  of  other  losses 
came  to  a  climax  on  Thanksgiving  with  a 
loss  to  Newton  South.
